Jefferson City, Mo., (Jct. lo.—Fol­ 
lowing the success of the prison 
road camp in Montgomery county 
a number of other counties in this 
state are making inquiry as to the 
term s and conditions under which 
prison labor may be obtained. The 
new prison law provides that state 
prisoners can not be employed on 
contract work, but they can be fur 
nished to counties doing work by 
force 
account 
at a price agreed 
upon by the state prison bourd and 
the state highway department. The 
price of this labor for the present 
has been fixed at $1.25 per day, the 
cost of transportating, boarding and 
housing the prisoners being borne 
by the state prison board. 
Coun 
ties and road districts are required 
to provide machinery and arrange 
for necessary teams, etc. 
This-form of labor is very attrac­ 
tive to counties, since the piisoners 
rfre faithful and efficient workers 
and because there is a general scar­ 
city of local labor for road building 
at this time.
